tho list of areas in Nebraska found 
free of bovine tuberculosis, after 
a lengthy testing campaign by fed- 
oral and 
state veterinarians. All 


breeding and dairy 
cattle 
there 


hftvo boon officially examined, with 
the result that only .38 of 1 per- 
cent was found to be reactors. The 
number of herds tested was 3,004, 
including 36,604 animals. Only 140 
of these, in TG herds, were found 
to bo tubercular. 


A retest of 73 herds which orig- 


inally contained diseased animals 
was made, showing all but 3 whol- 
ly free from infection. Only 3 re- 
actors were found among the 1,149 
cattle tested the second time. This 
reduced the ratio of .26 per cent. 
One of tho 3 unsatisfactory herds 
was subsequently tested again and 
disclosed no tuberculous t€i!nt. 


The approval of Gage county as 


an aroa where bovine tuberculosis 
has been cleaned up will entitle 
shippers of hogs there to receive 
10 cents per 100 pounds above the. 
market price. Eradication 
of the 


disease in cattle herds also lias a 
beneficial effect on swine 
which 


feed, itt the same place*.

lower and wages higher. 


Saying that high wage standards 


assume sustained purchasing power 
and means to enjoy cultured oppor- 
tunities the resolution proceeds: 


"We declare that wage 
reduc- 


tions produce industrial and social 


, unrest and that low wages are not 


conducive to low production costs." 


Social inequality and 
industrial 


instability must increase, the reso- 
lution adds, unless the-workers" real 
wages coupled with a continuing re- 
duction in hours, "aie produced in 
proportion to man's increasing pow- 
er of production.'1

Cochran Declares Motor Ve- 


hicles Increasing 100 


Per Cent a Year. 


Tells Good Roads Body Pres- 


ent Building Program 
Benefits Entire State. 


KEARNEY, Neb., Oct. 14.—(By 


the Associated Press.)—Since 1913 
the number of motor 
vehicles in 


Nebraska has Increased at the rate 
of 100 per cent per annum, State 
Engineer Roy Cochran told the Ne- 
braska 
Good 
Roads 
association 


convention here today. 


With the enormous increase In 


motor vehicle traffic, Mr. Cochran 
pointed out the 
increased demand 


for good roads, both farm-to-mar- 
ket 
highways, and 
federal 
and 


state roads. 


The present policy Of road con- 


struction followed 
by 
the 
state 


highway department provides for a 
scattering 
of 
benefits 
over 
the 


whole state, and benefits the farm- 
er in hauling his produce to mar- 
ket, and in addition provides for 
inter-county and inter-state traffic, 
Mr. Cochran declared. 
He then 


took up the provisions and bene- 
fits of the gasoline tax 
law by 


which the new policy was 
made 


possible. 
"The legislature of 1925," he con- 


tinued, "provided a new method Of 
financing 
the 
construction 
and 


maintenance of the state federal 
highway system, by the passage of 
a two cent tax on g-asolene. Al- 
though this tax 
became effective 


this year. April 1, the year's re- 
ceipts will be used for construction 
alone 
This, for the reason that 


the new maintenance law does not 
become effective until January 1, 
1926. 
The new laws mean briefly 


as follows: 
"For the year 1925 all gas 
tax 


funds are used for construction 
-with federal aid. 


Provisions of Law. 


After January 1, one-third of the 


tax will be required for mainten- 
ance, this amount to be in addition 
to the 30 per 
cent of automobile

cablegram received hero yesterday 
described how strains of "The Star 
Spangled Banner" radiocast from a 
Pittsburgh station Inspired several 
hundred

diers, ready to surrender, to stage 
a 'surprise attack 
ngainst several 


thousand Turks and fight their way 
to victory. 
The cablegram, dated Damascus, 


about 60 miles from the battle, was 
addressed to Charles Amein, leader 
of the Syrian colony here.

Turks which has massacred a num- 
ber of women and children after 
they had captured

town of 


Sydles, the cablegram stated. They 
fought their way to a fortress in 
the town before they realized tho 
Turks had mustered a vastly su- 
perior force.

$61,182 Heard In 


District Court 


Trial la in progress before Judge 


Mason Wheeler in District court 
of the case of the First National 
bank of Lincoln against the Lin- 
coln Grain company and the Globe 
Indemnity company, a jury being 
waived. The plaintiff seeks Judge- 
ment for J61.182, on nine causes of 
action, covering as many promis- 
sory notes given by the grain com- 
pany during July and August, 1924, 
and secured by .warehouse receipts 
for corn and Wheat which the grain 
company' claimed to hold in its ele- 
vator In Lincoln. 


The suit is being defended by the 
Globe Indemnity company, which 
furnished the warehouse bond for 
the grain company. It is claimed 
by the bank that when payment of 
the notes was demanded on Dec- 
ember 15, 1924, the cash was not 
forthcoming, 
nor could the grain 
covered by the warehouse receipts 
be delivered, the grain company 
having converted it to its own use. 
For a defense the indemnity com- 


pany asserts that the grain pur- 
ported to have been covered by the 
pledged receipts was the property 
of the borrowing company, and had 
not been stored for profit, so the 
grain company could 
not issue 


warehouse receipts against it as 
collateral. 
It is also claimed that the bank 
knew or should have known that 
the Lincoln 
grain company was 
shipping out the grain and that the 
plaintiff la therefore 
estopped at 


this time' from claiming that there 
was a conversion.

THE SHORTER WORKING 


DAY. 


A resolution, passed by the American Federation 


of Labor yesterday, urges a shorter working day as 
«. means of providing employment to a greater num- 
ber. 


labor saving devices, which enable one to do the 


work formerly occupying the efforts of several, will 
ultimately throw thousands of workers out of jobs 
is the rather unique explanation advanced in support 
of the resolution. 


Evidently the American Federation of Labor has 


not profited by Its experiences in the coal mining in- 
dustry. 
The repeated strikes of the mine workers 


for shorter hours and more pay, with other conces- 
sions tending to confer benefits and advantages upon 
the miners, affords a striking illustration of what 
may be expected if the same policy is applied to 
other lines of industry. 
Coal mining at the best 


provides employment for a limited period of the year. 
Under the old conditions', even when America was 
consuming a larger amount of coal than it now is, 
it was possible to provide an adequate supply by 
•working eight Or nine months of the year. 
New- 


methods of heating involving the use of oil and new- 
economics in industry make it possible to meet tho 
domestic needs for coal in a much shorter period. 
But all of this time the miners have been seeking 
and securing wage increases, and shortened hours. 
Neither the operators or the miners paid this bill. 
It fell upon the shoulders of the public. 
The result 


was to so increase the price of coal that the public 
rebelled. 


A shorter working day in any 
industry 
will 


naturally be reflected in increased prices for that 
commodity. . 


If the workers were to secure a shorter day, there 


is little likelihood that a reduction in the pay check 
which each one receives would be possible. We have 
been told that living costs are at a level where wages 
are no more than adequate Fo meet simple needs. 
Shorter working hours then, must mean higher cost 
of production, which would inaugurate another 
vicious circle of price advances. 
In the end, no one 


would have bencfitted. 


Most- of us do not need shorter hours of labor 


but on the contrary it would be well if we applied 
ourselves more diligently to our tasks. 


As a nation wo are working less and playing 


more than we have license. 


It is a development of the most serious concern 


to the economic structure of America. 


An organization making a survey of business and 


industrial conditions during those critical years from 
1921 to 1024 discovered that the majority of failures 
resulted from the failure of men to devote them- 
selves to their institutions. 
The same disinclination 


to apply themselves to the grind and the hardships of 
unceasing labor extends from the top to the bottom 
in hundreds of the business and industrial institu- 
tions of this country. 
Those in an executive posi- 


tion want to take it easy and those who serve in 
subordinate capacities need no encouragement to fol- 
low the example of those who should be most con- 
cerned. 


Industry and business has suffered great inter- 


ference and interruptions in the last decade—partially 
as a result of its own misguided efforts and partly 
due to the feverish tendency toward organization of 
civic agencies. 
Dozens of clubs of a social and civic 


nature have been diverting the attention of men from 
their business. 
And then in tho mistaken effort 


to expand the service which was regarded as a p.u-l 
of the business, tho time and effort of employes has 
been taken with matters wliich have no direct con- 
nection with the prosperity and progress of the con- 
cern. 
A Chicago banker, recently checking the de- 


mands made upon his institution, found that in a 
10-day period, the services of ten employes were 
entirely taken in performing services which had no 
direct connection with the bank and which did not 
contribute in any way to its success. 


A better slogan for America at this tin-re than 


a shorter working day is more intensive effort. 


GREASING THE PATHWAY. 


The political prophets continue to insist that 


plans have already been completed to name Calvin 
Coolidge as the republican candidate for president 
in 1928. 


Arthur Sears Henning, for many years on the 


staff of The Chicago Tribune, writing- in the St. Louis 
Post Dispatch is the latest to venture an assertion 
that nothing short of an unprecedented political 
upheaval can prevent the president from securing 
another nomination. 
Mr. Henning insists that tho 


details have already been taken care of. Mr. Coolidge, 
he says, has already made sure of the support of all 
of the southern delegation and needs only a few 
northern states to make certain his victory. 
That 


he can depend upon sufficient strength in New Eng- 
land is conceded. 
I 


LAWLESSNESS NEVER PAYS. 


A long time ago, as time is reckoned in this 


young state, a certain man held a very responsible 
position with a large corporation in Omaha. 
Ho 


had a splendid family, consisting of wife, sons and 
daughters, all respected and mingling in the best 
societj-, while the man was admired for his ability 
and courted because of his geniality and good fellow- 
ship. One day the community was startled by the 
news that he had been arrested for embezzlement, 
for which offense he was within short time serving 
a sentence in the penitentiary. 


A~t that time Omaha was not the "great metro- 


politan city" that it is today; everybody knew every- 
body else and they were all neighbors. 
The man's 


family was not ostracized, but the members to a 
very great extent ostracized themselves, no longer 
mingling witli society.' but going about as necessity 
required, with reserved mein, being ever conscious 
that no matter how just and charitable rrfost of those 
•with -whom thev came in contact might be, there 
were always some to point them out and whisper 


The conservative element in the republican party 


has restored the old steam roller which operated so 
effectively in the convention of 1912 against the late 
Colonel Roosevelt to a new state of efficiency, Mr. 
Henning declares. 
Following the 1916 convention, 


the numerical strength of the southern delegations 
was cut to the extent of some 130 delegates. 
In 1920 


there were fewer ihan 200 votes from the southern 
states. -But in 1924 the republican national conven- 
tion retraced its steps and instead of reducing the 
southern delegations still further, it restored the 130 
votes taken from them, and added a few more. 


And yet it is too early to venture forcasts of the 


1928 political atmosphere. 
The tax revision pro- 


gram in the next session of congress will have a grjeat- 
er bearing upon the 1928 election than any other issue 
which has reared its head above the horizon. 
With 


the opportunity to still further reduce the tax burden, 
the question of how these reductions shall be sip- 
plied possesses many elements of danger. 
Every 


group and class and every interest in America has 
a different idea on that subject. 
Certain of the 


manufacturers, notably the automobile men and the 
jewelers, believe that they are entitled to relief. The 
railroads think they have a cut in taxes coming. 
The individual citizenship is 
looking forward for 


another slash. 
There will be many disappointments 


when the revenue bill finally emerges from congress. 


If Mr. Coolidge can retain the popular favor 


which his efforts at economy have inspired, then 
he will have smooth sailing. 
But 1928 is a long 


way off and many things can happen between now 
and then. 


STREET CARS AND AUTOMOBILES. 


Street railway managers of the United Statos 


devoted much attention at their national meeting m 
Alantic City last week to discussing the inroads 
made upon their business by private automobiles 
and motorbuses. 
Some of the ideas and suggestions 


advanced as to how the situation should be dealt 
with were extremely interesting if not altogether 
altruistic. 
Here arc some of them: 


To allow no parking of automobiles on business 


thoroughfares having street car tracks. 


Forbidding gasoline vehicles to run on the "rigli! 


of way" 
used by street cars. 


Requiring automobiles to stop at all intersections 


where tracks are to be crossed. 


Nobody went so far as to propose that automcv 


biles be prohibited from using the streets at all. But. 


number of the proposed restrictions were evidently 


intended to surround their operation with so many 
annoyances that nobody would caro to drive a car 
mywhere in the district where the regulations might 
apply. 
And that, of course, would be fine for the 


street railway business. 


The American public is in favor of safety on 


streets and highways. Popular opinion \vill support 
any and all reasonable measures contributing to 
that end. 
Automobile traffic must and will bo mado 


to conform to regulations intended to safeguard life 
jnd limb and prevent damage to property. 


After all, however, the streets were made for Iho 


use of the people, and not merely to serve as routes 
for trolly cars. 
In fact, the troll}* cars occupy and 


use them 
merely by sufferance of the public. The 


street railway companies possess no title to street 
space. 
They own no "right of way" and have no 


rights on the thoroughfares superior to those of 
private vehicles and pedestrians. 


Street car managers would better turn their at- 


tention to other means of 'increasing revenue than 
to expect that unnecessary artificial handicaps will 
be laid on automobiles to keep those vehicles off 
the public ways. 
Their financial problem is ad- 


mittedly a difficult one. 
But it must be solved in 


lome other way. 
Perhaps this will ultimately be. 


through the partial substitution of bus service for 
electrically propelled cars, under the same owner- 
ship.

THE BEST EXERCISE FOR REDUCING AND GENERAL 


HEALTH (Part 1.) 


We all know that exercises done with enjoyment and in the open 
air naturally are better for reducing and general health than any other 
type. That means some of the outdoor games and activities—tennis, 
solfing, hiking, skating and swimming, etc., should be included in the 
daily regime. If possible. (Swimming- is probably the best ^if these, be- 
cause swimming exercises every muscle in the body, and the contact 
with the cold water speedy up all the bodily activities In order to count- 
eract the cold.) 
In yesterday's paper, I gave you a list of the caloric requirements 


for the different activities. Here's a review of it. During sleep a per- 
son weighing 150 pounds for his normal weight uses up per hour, j!0— 
75 calories; awake, lying still, 70—85 calories; sitting at rest, 100 -cal- 
ories; standing at rest, 115 calories; walking slowly, 200 calories; walk- 
ing actively, 300 calories; running, 500 calories: light exercise, 170 cal- 
ories; active exercise, 290 calories; severe exercise (such as sawing and 
chopping7 wood), 450—600 calories. For one weighing more or less, (nor- 
mally), the figures would be higher or lower, respectively; I say 'nor- 
mally" for if the weight consists of too great a proportion of fat, less 
calories would be izsed. 
Before I go on with this article on exercises, I want to complete the 
list and give you the average number of calories used by adults while 
working, as given by Rose in "Feeding the Family": 
MAN( Per Day): 
At rest 
I800 to 200° Calories 


Sedentary".'.'.'.'.'.'.'.'.".".' 
2200 to 2SOO " 


Working 
3500 to 4000 " 


WOMAN (Per Day): 


At rest 
1600 to 1800 " 
Sedentarv occupations (bookkeeper/ 
etc.) ../ 
2000 to 2200 " 
Occupations involving standing, walk- 
ing, or manual labor (general 
housekeeping. etc-) 
2200 to 2500 " 
Occupations requiring strength 
(laundress, etc.) 
2500 to 3000 " 


You can see from this list, that if you do physical work, you are 


able to eat a great many more calories without 
putting on 
excess 
weight, than you can if your work is of the sedentary nature. A point 
that few people know is this: that mental work no matter how strenu- 
ous, does not require added nourishment beyond what is needed at rest, 
because the amount of physical energy used is so small as to be negli- 
gible. Only the physical activities require additional energy food. 


Now back to our exercises for reducing. Unfortunately there are a 
great many who cannot avail themselves of outdoor sports and activities 
and they have to content themselves with indoor exercises, with the 
windows open. The exercises that are most necessary^both for reduc- 
ing and general health are the exercises that, involve the trunk and the 
chest. There are many excellent systems. "Walter Camp's Daily Dozen, 
which you can get in book form for ten cents in an3' store, are very good. 
Then there are phonographic systems of exercise. They are all good. 
It is especially nice to exercise to music. Whistle or sing (if you don't 
annoy your neighbors) if you haven't a phonograph.

women oul.scored the men were: 
The speed with which the driver 


reacts to danger and takes steps to 
avert 
it, such 
a.s applying 
the 
brakes. 


The consistency with which the 


driver responds in such a situation. 
Not only did the women show a 
quicker reaction time, but they were 
alijo 
less 
variable. 
The 
group 


tested were men and women se- 
lected from colleges. 


The apparatus used in the tests 


consisted of a ear with two revolvers 
mounted on the under side of the 
limning board. 
One revolver was 


fired by the examiner as a signal 


for the driver to apply the brakes 
and the other was fired automati- 
cally when the initial motion to 
apply the brake pedal was made. 
The shells were loaded with red 
lead so that when either revolver 
was fired a red spot was made on 
the road. The distance between the 
two spots, combined with the rate 
at which the machine was going 
gave the reaction time. 
Dr. Moss attaches no Importance 


to the popular belief that women 
are emotional and therefore liable 
to lose,their heads in an emergency. 
He said: 
"There is no basis for the asser- 


tion that women are more liable 
to lose their heads. 
It is largely 


a myth that society has fostered 
by playing up the idea that women 
are expected to be emotional. There 
is no physical reason why they 
should "be." 


He said further: "Knowledge of 


the mechanics of a car is import- 
ant, but there is no reason to be- 
lieve that men are essentially bet- 
ter mechanics than women. It is 
just a question of their going to 
the trouble to learn. One only need 
mention their skill with the sewing 
machine, on rifle teams and with 
the telegraph to show that the in- 
herent aptitude is there."

Should I keep my fin- 
gers out of this affair or should I 
report her?—A NEIGHBOR.

from mental derangement to run 
about 
loosely. 
The 
papers 
are 


filled with tragedies caused by such 
persons. 
Human life is in^ccuu; 


when mentally irresponsible per- 
sons are not kept under restraint. 
We read with horrifying regularity 
of persons who have just been re- 
leased from institutions for the in- 
sane supposedly "cured" who ha\e 
committed terrible crimes. 
I be- 


lieve you should report this woman 
to proper authorities and that 1,hey 
should have her confined until she 
is entirely cured. There is entirely 
too much looseness in the handling 
of 
the insane, 
I believe. When 


there is the least doubt of the in- 
sanity I believe the person should 
be segregated from society and the 
case studied, cures found if pos- 
sible, if not. thnj; permanent con- 
finement made as pleasant as pos- 
sible should be observed.
